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Tux Court of Claims decided June 19, 1893, that 
General Service Messengers who received certificates 
of merit under Sections 1216 and 1285, Revised Stat- 
utes, an/i amendments, for gallantry while serving 
in the iine, are entitled to receive $2amonth in ad- 
dition to their pay. This overrules opinion hereto- 
fore rendered by Attorney General. The epecial 
cuse decided by the Court of Claims is that of Gen- 
eral Service Messenger James Bell, who was granted 
a certificute of merit July 8, 1876, in voluntarily 
carrying despatches from General Terry, then on 
the Big Horn River, to General Crook, on the head 
waters of Powder River, through a country infest- 
ed with hostile Sioux Indians, after scouts had aban- 
doned the attempt as hopeless, while serving as a 
private Co. E, 7th Infantry. 








J. B. HARRISON, as the result of his cogitations in 
his semi-rural retreat at Glens Falls, !N. Y., reaches 
the conclusion that “‘many farmers, mechanics, 
and business men are setting their faces more and 
more d¢ finitely toward the idea of a great war with 
some strong nation within the nextfew years. They 
think it would bring many benefits to our country, 
that 1t would improve business, stimulate our great 
industries, increase the wages of artisans acd the 
demand for many kinds of labor.’”’ He states bis 
conclusions on this subj-ct in an interesting letter 
to the New York Sun. Whatever may be thought 
as to this, Mr. Harrison is certainly rightin bie 
conclusion that ** we are not ready, and the feeling 
is that we should be thoroughly prepared, should 
have a Navy equal to any in the world, with all our 
coasts strongly fortified.’”” This certainly would be 
a very wise precaution to take,before sassing some 
of our big neighbors. 








Harper's Weekly bas a series of illustrations show- 
ing the cuttings and fillings for the trolley road at 
Gettysburg and an article vigorously denouncing 
this vandal attack upon the historical monuments 
of this famous field. The vicinity of the “ Devil's 
Den” has been destroyed beyond reparation, trees 
along the lines of battle have been levelled, bould- 
ers and ledges blasted, streams bridged, and the 
whole character of the fleld changed. The land- 
scape of Little Ruund Top has been disfigured by 
cuts,and bones of the dead tossed into a cart and 
dumped away with it. The indignation against 
these proceedings has been so great that General 
Sickles has thought it best to issue a circular to the 
veterans assembling at Gettysburg this week, urg- 
ing them to refrain from an attack upon the road 
and to limit themselves to boycotting it. The War 
Department should take prompt action to preserve 
what is left of the battlefield. 








Tue thirtieth anniversary of the battle of Get- 
tysburg, July 1,2, and 8, will be celebrated with 
unusual fervor on the memorable battlefield. Hosts 
of veterans from the North and South are now 
there or on their way there, and in both a historic 
and a fraternal sense the reunion willbe a notable 
one. At least 7,800 veterans have applied for the 
transportation aliowed them, and it is estimated 
that as many other visitors will go at their own ex- 
pense. New York was represented in the battle of 
Gettysburg by sixty-five infantry regiments, seven 
regiments of cavalry, and twenty vwatteries of ar- 
tillery. Of the officers commanding infantry regi- 
ments five were killed, twenty-three wounded, and 
twocaptured. The ceremonies of New York Day 


at Gettysburg are on the tbirtieth anniver- 
sary of the battle. Bishop Potter, of New 
York, will deliver an oration on Sunday. 


The procession of veterans wiil be headed by 
Gen. Geo. 8. Greene, now 1n his ninety-second year, 
who commanded a division of the Twelfth Corps 
during the battle. A battery of artillery (Captain 
Anderson's) from Wasbiogton Barracks, and 
atroop of cavalry from Fc. Myer, to be selected 
by Col. Henry, will be present at Gettysburg from 
July 1 to 3, to participate in the celebration. The 
troops will go by rail. 





It is pow settled that the West Point cadets will 
Visit the World's Fair, The necessary orders will 
be issued from Army Headquarters ina few days. 
The purpose is to have the cadets leave the Acad- 
emy about Aug 15, spend ten days or so at the Fair 
and return to the Academy in time to resume their 
studies abuvut Sept. 1. The question of trausportation, 
which bas been the stumbling block up to the pres 
ent time has been removed by the following decis 
ion of Judge Mansur, the new Second Comp 
troller:

Tue faculty of the new Army Medical school, 
which will be opened at the Army Medical Museum 
in Washington on November 1 next, will consist of 
Col. Charles Alden, who bas just been relieved from 
the Department of Dakota, and ordered as assist- 
ant to Surgeon General Sternberg, as the relief of 
Lieutenant Colonel Wm. H. Forwarsd, now on duty 
at the Soldiers’ Home at Washington; Mrjor J. 8. 
Billings, now in charge of Medical Museum, and 
Captain Walter Reed, now on duty at St. Paul. 
Colonel Alden will be the president of the school, 
Lieutenant Colonel Forward professor of militery 
surgery; Major Billings, professor of military hy. 
giene, and Captain Reed, professor of clinical and 
sanitary microscopy. 








GENERAL SCHOFIELD’s programme for’.the re-es- 
tablishment of divisions and for the transfer of the 
headquarters of the Department of Arizona from 
Los Angeles, Cal., to Denver, Colo., was a subjact of 
conference between the President, Secretary of War 
and the General on Saturday last. The conclusion, 
if any was reached, has not yet become known, Tne 
paper submitted by Gen. Schofield 1s still on Secre- 
tary Lamont’s desk. From the nature of inquiries 
made by the Secretary of his subordinates and the 
pumber of maps prepared showing different distri- 
butions of departments it would appear that quite 
an extensive change is contemplated. Beyond the 
fact that Gen. Schofield wantstwoof the divisions 
restored and the transferof the Department of Ari- 
zona headquarters nothing defiuite can be learned 
about his recommendations, and it,is not absolutely 
certain that the Secretary will approve the proposed 
changes. Senator White and other prominent poli- 
ticians are making a vigorous fight against tbe 
transfer of the headquarters from Los Angeles, 
while the citizens of Colorado are making an equally 
hard fight to bring it about. There is some talk of 
making Denver the division headquarters in case it 
is decided to re-establish two divisions. 








In the establishment of an Army medical school 
in Washington for the benefit of newly appointed 
surgeons, and in the inauguration of anew method 
of selecting officers for duty in large cities, Surgeon 
Gen. Sternberg shows that he has some radical views 
of his own as to what is needed to improve the med- 
ical branch of the Army, which heis not timid 
about putting into operation. A general order issued 
from the War Department this week explains the 
purposes of the medical school. The other project 
contemplates the assignment of captains instead of 
the older medical officers to duty as attending sur- 
geons in Jarge cities and a reduction in the period of 
such details from three to one year. The object of 
this change he states is to give the younger officera 
the benefit of practice with the leading physicians 
of the country, and of the medical lectures and 
meetings of medical societies, The details will be 
made in Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Chicago, St. Louis and Yan Francisco. The se- 
nior medical officers who have heretofore been sta- 
tioned in several of these cities as attending sur- 
geons will be required to perform the more respon- 
sible duties of post surgeons at the larger military 
posts, where, as a rule, one or more younger officers 
will also be stationed vs assistante, 








In the assignment of this year’s graduates th 
War Department bas construed very liberally the 
law permitting the assignment of additionals. I+ 
will be observed that no less than sixteen have been 
thus assigned—five in the Engineer Corps, four in 
the cavairy and seven in the infantry. There is rea, 
son to question the propriety if not the legality of 
these assignments. [t was clearly the intention of 
Congress, if it did not explicitly say so, that addi 
tionals should be assigned only in cases where the 
graduates exceeded the number of vacancies in any 
and allarms. The graduates concerned and the War 
Department authorities themselves may be well 
satisfied for the time being with the way the assign- 
ments bave be-n made, but there is grave danger of 
Congress calling a halt in Army appointments when 
it finds a steady growth each year in the number of 
24 lieutenants. And when this halt is called it may 
1eact tothe disadvan tage of those not responsible 
for their assignmen)s. In consequence of the six- 
teen assignments of additionals there are nine vacan- 
cies Jeft unfilled in the infantry arm. Six of these, 
to be true, are needed forthe candidates from the 
rauks who will soon be ordered to \ Ft. Leavenworth 
for their final graduation. ._There are three vacan- 
cies remaining which will probably go to civilians. 
The remaining vacancies by regiments are: One 
each in the 2d, 5tb, 6tb, 17th and 25tb, and twoeusch 
in the 12:h and 2lat.

It is a serious reflection upon the methods of in 
structionin our schools, that so large a proportion 
of aspecially selected body of young men should 
fail to pass the examination required for admission 
to the Military Academy. Still, it isto be remem- 
bered that such examinations can never be madean 
absolute test of either ability or knowledge. Noris 
it easy to prevent some candidates securing an ad- 
vantage over others by carrying information on 
their person or obtaining aid from others. It is as- 
serted that on one occasion when 30 few boys were 
examined at a certain post that the examination 
ended early they telegraphed to those at West Point 
the questions to be asked. Others besides General 
Fry raise objection to the nature of the question 
asked and urge that black board demonstrations 
would be better. It is not always the best miads 
that have the advantage in examinations that de- 
pend largely upon memorizing. Anent this subject 
“A Graduate” writes us, saying: 

Professors are now at the Academy, you cannot beat the 
hundreds who have been admitted and graduated under the 
old system, and many you have rejectea under your new 
system have turned out leading lignots in citizen life. Now 
as to the medical examination, size a boy up; a boy of seven- 
teen may develop into a fine manhood; one who is rejected 
as above normal may be physically perfect; excitement of 
the occasion ought to be allowed for,and boys ac- 
cordingly. In other words, use as we say out West, “more 
horse sense” report the facts, but make recommendations 
according to the “sizing up,’ and not as now by failure to 
come up completely toa standard not had at the time but 
later reached by physical development and normal results. 
If a boy is rejected after six months at the Academy his 
training will not be lost tothecountry. The large percent- 
age of rejections only brings discredit upon the Academy, 
the nursery of many great men, who might not be able to 
solve a catch problem. I[t is pertinent to ask why at the 
March examination only about two officers supervised the 
examinations, while in June about twenty were required 
for about the same number of candidates. Did the profes 
sors get on tothe probable chanees of trickiness and aids 
in the present system of examinations? One of those who 
was found deficient thought so. We moses backs, as a young 
officer, who is cayeng. Se reform the Army, said,and who 
can not jump a five barred gate may, notwithstanding our 
past services and records, be all wrong, but data of the past 
dces nut so demonstrate. 
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LOSS OF THE VICTORIA. 


A New York daily paper which is the chief 
purveyor of sarcasm and cynicism, finds difficulty 
in understanding why the loss of the British battle- 
ship Victoria should cause so much excitement 
among those whose office it is to wield against an 
enemy these great instruments of destruction, and 
who should, therefore, according to the reasoning 
of this authority, be disposed to view philosophic- 
ally their accidental perversion to purposes of ag- 
gression against friends. But a catastrophe that 
involves so large a loss of valuable _ lives, 
and a partial destruction of confidence in 
our naval establishments, can hardly be 
viewed with anything approaching indifference, 
even in this country, and the harrowing circum- 
stances of the accident add to the natural sympa- 
thy for the friends of the dead and the regret that 
all true men must feel at the loss of those who, in 
the very hour and article of death, have shown 
themselves so worthy of life. The world is the 
poorer for the loss of such, and the President of 
the United States has judged wisely in conveying 
an expression of national sympathy to the English 
people through their Queen. 

If the mere echo of such a catastrophe can fix the 
attention of Americans, we may judge how 
profoundly its full report must startle England, 
and especially the Naval and official circles which 
stand in relations of personal sympathy toward the 
dead and the bereaved. The sinking of this single 
ship involves a loss of life exceeding that of any of 
Enogland’s great naval engagements for a hundred 
years, except Trafalgar, and it falls but little short 
of that. The killed in the Naval engagement 
where Nelson fell numbered four hundred and 
forty nine; at the Battle of the Nile two hundred 
and eighteen; at the attack on Qopenhagen but 
fifty-six, and the total killed in the twenty-seven 
vessels of the allied fleet at Navarino was but one 
hundred and seventy-seven. Exmouth had one hun- 
dred and forty killed in his attack on Algiers, and 
at Alexandria, a few years ago, none were killed 
inthe British fleet and the wounded numbered 
only eight. At Camperdown the roll of English 
dead numbered two hundred and three, and at 
Cape St. Vincent but seventy-three. In our own 
battle of Lake Erie forty-one Englishmen and 
twenty-seven Americans were kiiled. The Serapis 
and the Bon Homme Richard each lost less 
than seventy men killed in their famous fight. 
Farragut’s dead at Mobile Bay numbered one hun- 
dred and sixty-five, including the one hundred and 
thirteen drowned in the sinking Tecumseh, and 
twenty-eight were killed in the Hwascar fight. 
The wounded in these several engagements, with 
the exception of Mobile Bay, were about in the 
proportion of three to one killed. 

The record of the loss of life in disasters to the 
British Navy in time of peace is along and fate- 
ful one. Nearly six thousand officers and men 
have lost their lives in fifteen ships meeting with 
accidents during time of peace during the last cen- 
tury, two thousand perishing at one timein the 
loss of the S‘. George, the Defence and the Hero, 
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on Christmas eve, 1811, but eighteen escaping from 
those vessels. The single disaster last named in- 
yoived a loss of life more than one-third greater 
=e: than the total of the nine great naval engagements 
we have named, in which British ships partici-

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In his admirable article on the German Soldier 
in Harper’s Magazine for July, Mr. Poultney Bige- 
low tells us that there are two things which the 
German officer does not and cannot condone—one 
is non efficiency of the soldier’s rifle, the other a 
chafed foot. No pains are spared in giving the 
men at the start comfortable foot-gear, and they 
rare expected to look after this withias much inter- 
estas if it were a chronometer. Each man is 
trained in marching as carefully as though he were 
a professional pedestrian. The German soldier is 
trained for the purpose of fighting, and to havea 
man fall out before he reaches the fire line is 
looked upon as quite as much of a disaster as if he 
had been shot and wounded by theenemy. An- 
other thing the German soldier is particular about. 
and that is his uniform. In spite of their thrift in 
other matters, they are liberal in providing uni- 
forms. Each soldier has five uniforms tor differ- 
ent kinds of work, and when the Emperor issues his 
order to mobilize for war the soldier takes an abso- 
lutely new uniform, and with this he marches to 
the front. The German officer always wears his 
uniform, and wherever he moves represents the 
majesty of the law as well as the national power. 
By virtue of it he has the entrée to all circles, 
from the lowest to the highest, and is welcome in 
all. He can go anywhere in uniform, even through 
the lines held by the police on occasions of parade 
and review. A theatre in which officers do not 
appear is considered to have sunk below the level 
of good society, and officers at German dinners 
and balls are much coveted. In Germany, where 
it is considered a great thing to go to coart, an 
officer gues to court as a matter of course, although 
if his wife is not of a certain rank she may be ex- 
cluded. The fact is recognized in Germany that it 
is to the Army the country owes the establishment 
and preservation of imperial unity, and the Army 
continues to hold the chief place, in spite of polit- 
ical or social sentiment hostile to it. 








THE present difficulties in Samoa emphasise the 
necessity for some fixed naval policy on the part of 
the United States Government. Our naval ships 
seem to be sent around the world without any re- 
gard to the necessities of the case, and are rarely 
to be found where they are most needed. A Navy 
intended for protection of our coasts in time of war 
is best occupied in peace in protecting our citizens 
abroad engaged in the peaceful pursuit of business. 
Our relations to various countries, bordering on or 
surrounded by the Pecific Ocean, have been for 
years ina disturbed condition, yet our naval force 
in that part of the world was withdrawn and 
brought to this side of the continent to ‘‘ make a 
Roman holiday.” Nota sbipis within a month’s 
steaming of the countries where a show of naval 
strength is most needed, and foreign vessels make 
their points for lack of opposition. The sooner our 
Navy Department wakes up to the fact that ships 
are only good while in commission abroad, the bet- 
ter it will be for the Navy and for the country. 
The trouble in Samoa is, as is asserted by those 
competent to judge, mainly the work of designing 
Germans, whose interests all point to the practical 
extermination of the native land holders, and 
whose unscrupulous conduct 1n the past is fair war- 
rant for the truthof the present allegations. ‘The 
German Government has never allowed the Samoan 
Islands to be without the protection of a war ves- 
sel during the twelve or fourteen years since 
the trouble began, and wherever an advantage 
can be taken of the natives there isa German on 
hand to embrace the opportunity. Now there isa 





grand scurrying around to; finda ship to send to 
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Apia for the protection of American interests, and 
none can be found. Five or six efficient ships in 
the Pacific could find ample duty to keep them 
busy from one year’s end to another, and, unless 
some sort of permanent naval policy is speedily in- 
augurated in that part of the world, the United 
States will lose allits influence in that quarter. 
The Peruvian situation to-day is one of keen anx- 
iety to this Government, but we have no war ves- 
se! to send to Peru and insure fair play for Ameri- 
can citizens while the country is in the throes of a 
revolution. Every naval officer can tell of other 
places where our men-of-war are urgently needed, 
and where no American flag greets the waiting 
American. Is there no prospect of a change ? 





In bis ‘‘Memoirs of Service Afloat,” published in 
1887, Raphael Semmes says: ‘‘As a general rule 
officers both of the Army and the Navy sided with 
their respective States; especially those of them 
who were cultivated, and knew something of the 
form of government under which they had been 
living.” As an historical statement this is incor- 
rect. According to the exact statistics presented 
by General Cullum,in hia Register of Military Acad- 
emy graduates, there were in the Army at the out- 
break of the civil war three hundred and thirty, out 
of a total of eight hundred and twenty graduates, 
who were appointed from slave States. Of these one 
hundred and sixty-two, or very nearly one-half, re- 
mained loyal to the Government of the United 
States, one hundred and sixty-eight joining the 
Confederacy. To these last were added sixteen gradu- 
ates from the free States. Ia the ‘‘History of the 
Confederate States Navy” by J. Thomas Scharff, an 
officer of that Navy, we are told that only one hun- 
dred and seventy-two out of three hundred and 
seventy nine Southerners in our Navy at the out- 
break of the war joined the Confederaey. In addi- 
tion to the Military Academy graduates in the Army 
in 1860 there were, according to Scherff, one hun- 
dred and forty-seven Southern non-graduates, but 
no statistics are given as to the number going with 
their States. Seha: ff gives the following table show- 
ing the composition of the Army and the Navy in 
1860 :

THE experiments of Colonel Swoilon, of the Rus- 
sian Army, with falcons as carriers of despatches 
bave prceved successfu', and the Russian Army 
bereafter will employ them in preference to 
the ordinary “homing” birds. Colonel Smoi- 
lon bas reported officially that the falcon 
can carry 1,640 grams without diminishing its 
rate of speed, which is considerably greater than 
that of the pigeop. The falvons, he says, are less 
likely to fall prey to other birds, as they are better 
fighters than the pigeons. He states in his report, 
that there is an official record of the flight ef a fal- 
con from the Canary Islands to the estates of the 
Duke of Larmain Spain. lt seems highly probable 
that the faloen will become the servant of other 
European armies also. 








THE cowboy race from Chadron, Neb, to the 
World’s Fair Ground in Chicago, 900 miles, termin- 
ated at 9.30 a. m , Tuesday, by thearrival of the win- 
ver, John Berry, who made the distance in 13 days 
16 hours, the last 140 miles being made ina heat of 
twenty-four hours with one horse, starting with 
two, a chestnut stallion and a bay gelding. With 
one exception, the riders were all accompanied by 
an extrahorse. Each cowboy was furnished with a 
map of the route and he was obliged to register at 
each one of twelve indicated stations on the way.

sylvania, $244,000 of Massachusevts, $156,000 of 
California and $148,000 of New Jersey. The result 


of this comparative economy is that the members of 
of the Guard are hampered in their work by lack of 
funds, and compelled, though men of moderate 
means, to provide themselves at their own expense 
with many essentials, which the State should furnish.

GETS A MEDAL FROM SWEDEN. 

COLONEL W. C. CHURCH, well known in military 
circles and as editor of the ARMY AND Navy Jovr- 
NAL, is the possessor of a handsome silver medal 
which has just been received by him through the 
United States Legation at Stockholm. 

This medal was struck by Sweden in commemora- 
tion of the life and services 
of John Ericsson, the genius 
whose Monitor saved New 
York and other Northem 
ports from devastation in the 
early days of our civil war. 

Ericsson constituted Col 
Church his literary executor 
and the latter had and now 
holds the great inventor’s pri- 
vate and business papers. Col 
Church prepared for Scril- 
ner’s Magazine, before Erics- 
son’s death, a sketch of th 
Norse inventor’s life and later 
compiled an elaborate  biog- 
raphy. Thusit followed that 
the Swedes felt especial grat 
itude toward the American 
who had placed such memo- 
rial wreaths on Ericsson’ 
tomb. 

Ata meeting of the Swedish 
Academy of Sciences _ last 
spring, when Maj. Adelskold, its president, pro 
nounced an oration on John Ericsson in the presence 
of the King, it was decided that a silver medal in 
honor of Ericsson should be struck and that a copy 
of it should be sent to Col. Church. Gen. Thomas, 
U. 8S. Minister at Stockholm, in transmitting the 
medal, wrote: ‘‘ I enclose it with the certainty thaj 
no one deserves it more or will appreciate it bett 
than yourself.”

yards around. 





In his report on the Dahom y campaign Gen. 
Dodds says that the Lebel r fle gave entire satisfac- 
tion. The cartridges were in no way affected by the 
voyage out or by the climate of Dahomev. Smoke- 
jess powder and the old kind were used in the way 
of experiment in several engagements.

Financial — considera- 
tions, however, are likely to delay the realization 
of tbase projects, and for the present, at all eventr, 
the Vurkish Government will be compelled to pro- 
evre its small arms from foreign contractors. 


Capt. Stanhope FE. Blunt, 0. D. U. 8. A., furnishes 
to Harper's Weekly for July 1 an illustrated article 
on “ Tae United States Magazine Ritie.”” The bullet 
weighs 220 grains and is fired with 37 erains of 
suokeless powder. giving a velocity of 2,000 feet per 
secuud, and a trejeetory so fiat that ac 600 yards it 
does not rise abovethe height of aman. The Krag 
Jorgensen gun was selected from about fifty tested. 
Its designis not generally known abroad, and has 
never been tested there. It is the most recent 
weapon to be introduced in any Army, and is supe- 
rior to avy nowin service or known bere or in 
Europe. ‘Our new weapon weighs about 8% pounds, 
and is exceedingly pleasing and symmetrical in av- 
pearance; the barrel is 30 inches long, rifled witb 
four grooves, each three times the width of the 
lands, and making one turn in 10 inches; the calibre 
of the bore is 0.30. For the triangular bayonet of 
our last and many preceding wars a knife bayo net 
bas been substituted, haviog a blade 12 inches long. 
{t can be readily adjusted to the gun when required 
asa bayonet, or when detached can be used for 
cutting brush, or with a fair degree of success as & 
hasty entrenching tool.” 





Ammunition for the new Kraz-Jorgenson gun is 
now being manufactured at Frankfort Arsenal. [in 
the course of experiments there, it bas been shown 
that a nickelled steel-covered, uvlubricated bullet 
of the new type is better than the old copper case, 
with lubricated bullet. The velocity attained by 
the new bullet of 220 grains and 30 calibre is 2,000 
feet per second, as against 1,300 feet for the one of 
.45-calibre and 500 grains. Swall calibre bullets of 
the new atyle, fired at hard oak timbers, placed end- 
wise at 30 yards range, peretrate 30 invhes as against 
from 4 to 5 inches for the 45 calibre bullets now in 
use, or the 30 calibre builet with (ierman silver 
jacket and the former retain their shape perfectly, 
while the latter are battered into an almost shape- 
less mass. It bas also been discoverei that the 
small-calibre bullet, fired ata target 500 yards die- 
tant by a soldier lying upon the ground, rises but 
four feet above the earth at the highest arc of flight, 
as against from 10 to 15 feet for the heavier bullet. 
Thus the intervening 500 yards, “dead” space, 
would be entirely covered by the bullets of smail 
eahbre in their flight toan opposing force of men 
onfoot. By otner experiments it was shown that 
when the smaller bullet strikes a bone (such as in 
the legs or arms) it passes through without sbatter- 
ing. The manufacture of the new bullets of shrap- 
nell will be largely increased at Frankford after 
the opening of the new fiscal year.

A pespatca from Vienna, May 29, 1898. says 
While inspecting to day the German Hussars, a 
crack Austrian regi'vept, on the —_— ground of 
the main barracks Col. Swmzesanyi was ancered bv 
the clumsiness of a non-commissioned officer. He 
called the man to bim and, with an oath. gave him 
a box on the ear. Upon returning, flushed and 
weeping, to his men the officer tock a carbine anda 
shot bimeelfin the head. He died on the parade 
ground. 


It is hoped the bezsar in aid of the funds of the 

Royal United Servive Institution which was recentiv 
opened under royal and distinguished patronage 
will prove a financial success, as the institution is 
urgently in need of money. The expenditure for 
the present year is estimated at over £15,000, while 
the rere'n‘’s are set down at £7,700, or a deficit of 
some £7 300, which will bave to be made good by 
drawing on invested capital. 
’ Tue failure to float the bonds of the Chigereto 
ship railroad, New Brunswick, is a serious blow to 
that enterprise, though it may possibly survive it. 
The object of the ship railroad was to save vessels 
bound from tbe Gulf of 8t. Lawrence to American 
ports from the long detour around Cape Breton or 
through the Gut of Canso. Bui it became apparent 
ataoearly stage that the traffic which the road 
might get would be altogether too light Pang a 
return on tbe expenditure and coat of operating. 

A COURT- MARTIAL in Wuerzburg bas sentenced a 
non-comwission: d officer named Haag to degrada 
tion to the ranks and to imprisonment for four 
months, because he bad maltreated private soldiers. 
Haag forced bis men to kneel and present arms until 
many of them fainted from fatigue. Healso kicked 
and struck with bis fist the men, who, although re- 
maining conscious, became too much exhausted to 
obey his orders. The incident bas caused the Berlin 
military authorities to send out fresh orders against 
the abuse of soldiers either by word or deed. 


THERE bas been a military and journalistic duel 
near Madrid, and, as appears to be the case usually, 
the editor bad the best of it. The Corresponden 
Miulttar of that place bas recently been publishing a 
serice of articles, in which G-neral Borges, Captain 
General of Aragon, was made a subject of attack. 
The General, in defence of his honor, hereupon 
came to Madrid and challenged Senor Arias, ed- 
itor of the Correspondencia, and a meeting, with 
pistols, was arrauged to take place ip a wood near 
the city. Three reunds were fired, and it is report- 
ed tbat General Borges received a wound, of no 

reat importance, in the thigh, whereby honor was 

eid to be satisfied. 

THE resolution agreed to by the Suez Canal Com- 
pany to deepen their waterway to 8.50 m. bas in- 
duced the Chamber of Commerce of Marseilies to 
consider the advisability of improving that port, in 
order to aliow of the entrance of vessels of larger 
draught. The transit going throvghb the canal has 
tripled in eigbteen years and bas avout doubled in 
tweive years, while at the same time the average 
size of vesseis bas steadily increased, being now 
2,167 tone, eo that the gross tonnage of the vessels 
uelug the canal bas multiplied fivefold in eighteen 
years, and bas much more than doubled in ten 
years.

Thereis 
no denying that the uniforms are pretty, but in the 
same breath it can be atded that they are uncalled 
for.

Tue Russians think that they have solved the 
probiem of piercing the Harvey and Tresidder 
surface-bardened armor plates with a shell having 
a wroughtiron cap, which enables it to penetrate 
the adamantine film without breaking up. This ‘s 
an application of the principle illustrated in the 
paseage of a prejoctile inte a hard plate after first 
passing through a wrought iron plate, when it 
would bave broken up if it had struck the hard 
plate first. 








Dr. Justin on Wednesday last fired ten shots from 
an Ames gup to test his theories as to the means of 
using bigh explosives in powder guns. Nine were 
tired successfully, but the tenth exploded just afrer 
leaving the muzzie of the gun. Dr. Justin holds 
tbat the charge 1s exploded by the sudden wrench 
oaused by the sbella taking the rifling. He uses for 
bie explosiye a carrier that is axially pivoted 
and does not rotete with the shell, but gradually 
accommodates iteelf to its more rapid motion. He 
explained that the explosion was due to the fact 
that the carrier was atthe moment of firing not in 
contact with the base of the shell. This left a play 
of three-eighths inch between the carrier and the 
base, which was sufficient to allow a severe shock 
by the impact of the discharge. Ordinari ly this is 
prevented by a pip which keeps the carrier firmly 
mm position, 





All arrangements bave been perfected for begin- 
ing the manufacture of the Krag Jorgensen gun on 
July 1, when the law will admit of the use of the 
regular appropriation of $400,000 for the Springfield 
Armory being used for th's nurpese. The capacity 
of the armory is about 3,000 per month wi b the 
present working force, that is, witn the old Spring- 
field rifle. With the new weapon, however, the 
output wil), of course, be much less until the work- 
men have become familiar with its construction. 
The ordnance officials will be well satisfied if three 
thousand are turned out during the first three 
months. They are most anxious to get the guns into 
the bands of the troops on the earliest possible date 
and the work upon them will be expedited as much 
as practicable. They will be issued to Regular troops 
as rapidly as they are made, one regiment being 
supplied at atime. It is hoped to have all the Re- 
gular troops suppiied in time for next year’s target 
practice. Within another year a number will also 
be available for issue to the militia. It is under- 
stood that the question of royalty has been settled 
between the department and the inventor. The 
amount, it is said, bes been fixed at $1.00 per gun. 
This means about $35,000 per year, and this amount 
will continue until some American comes forward 
witb a better gun. The ordnance authorities state 
that they will test any gun that is presented and 
will not hesitate to make a change tae moment a 
better weapon is presented.

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THE BUSBY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


I BAVE seen, with some surprise, in your tesue of 
May 20, ar account of the action of a committee of 
cavalry officers at Ft. Leavenworth, in revom mend. 
ing for adoption as a fuli dress headgear “the Busby 
as worn by the 18th English Hussars.”” { think tbat 
I speak the sentiments of a great many cavalry offi- 
cers, when I say that neitber. the apparent unani- 
mity of the cavalry officers of the Leavenworth 
sobool, nor the arguments they adduee, nor the re- 
markable and accurate rep-esentation of the Busby 
as depicted in the JouRNAL, has influenced me in 
favor of this extraordinary and wonderful top 
Piece. If the 18th British Hussars want to wear it, 
we have no objection—it is probable that they wear 
it because their military predecessors wore it, who 
were probaply led to adopt it because iu their exi- 
gency they could find no better hat. But why the 
cavalry ot the United States, (who, by the way 
are not Hussars, either in their uniform or by the 
pature of their duties) should want to insert their 
beads into these inverted tankards, [ cannot see, 
The Busby is no protection against the sun; it is top 
beavy, it is embellished with a remarkable rag 
which is useless and ridiculous. It is un American, 
it is British. It is neither a pot nora hat. Itis 
peither useful por ornamental, It would seem to 
me that these objections should be sufficient to con- 
dewn it. Asa part of the senseless theatrical Hus- 
ser upiform, an Enelieh military writer describes it 
as “a woman's muff, with sometbing like a red gilly 
bag at thetop.” This Busby or French Hussar cap 
was a part of the uniform of our Dragoons, when 
firet organized, and was described at that time as 
“the most uncomfortable, ungainly thing a man 
was ever condemned to wear, with a horse hair pom- 
pon,and numbderless long cords fastened to, and 
fastening, notbine.” 

The present helmet has many objectionable fea- 
tures, but it has the advantage of being at least an 
imitation of the most sensible, serviceable headgear 
ever worn by cavalry i.¢.the metal helmet. The 
belmet, as a protection against a sabre blow is su- 
— to any otber beadgear ever invented. I be- 

ieve in the sabre and I believe in the helmet. The 

belmet, ns at present worn by us, might be improv- 
ed. It can be made lighter, neater, more servicea- 
bie, and less theatrica!; but as for exchanging the 
be'met forthis Busby,a bat which isnow worn 
only by the English, and is retained by them sim- 
ply because it is a reminiscence of the days of 
Waterloo and of Bladensburg, 1 say it would be 
foolish and ridiculous. 

Borrow and copy from foreigners in arms and 
equipment whatever may be truly valuable, but do 
not let us drese in fantastic garodin servile imita- 
tion of a nation whom we have no cause to love, 
and no need to copy. ‘

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In the opinions expressed by some.of the corre- 
spondents of your excellent paper regarding the 
change in the cavalry beaddress, | notice one ob- 
jects to losing the present forage cap me rong A on ace 
count of the glorious deeds associated with it. Now, 
as far as a becoming feeling of pride is concerned, it 
is eminently proper, but merely a sentimental feel- 
ing sbould not outweigh our better judgment and 
stand in the way of improvemente. e might ex- 
tend his objections a little farther, to Revolutiopary 
times, for instance, and deplore the disuse into 
which some of those hideous headdresses have fallen, 
on thesamean even better grounds. Had our an- 
cestors entertained the same sentiments, this world 
would bave ceased to revolve on its axis many hun- 
dreds of years ago. 

No, I don't find we can draw on them for any im- 
provements in the matter of dress; what was good 
for our ancestors is not good enough for us, and eill 
not meet with the requirements of the present age; 
we bave advanced in that as in other things and ex- 
pect to do so. 

it is true the present forage cap is neat and pretty, 
but whether it meets with all the requirements isa 
matter which the cavalry branch of the Service at 
least bave decided against from exoverience; and by 
tbe adoption of 1 more suitable one the Army would 
lose none of its prestige. Similar objections were 
raised by some to the new officers’ blouse (as is al- 
ways the case where any improvement is sug- 
gested), but any one must readily admit it is a vast 
improvement in the appearance any way. 

A correspondent signing bimself “ Diesenter” is 
evidently somewhat wisinformed regarding the cor- 
rect shape of the busby as worn in the Eaglish bhus- 
sears. Although they vary in pattern and style, there 
is no busby in the British service that bears the 
least resemblance in any particular to the one re- 
presented in your JournaL of June3. Moreover, 
there has never been any resembling it, any way, 
since the Crimean War.

NEW YORK STATE CAMP OF [NSTRUCTION. 


PEEKSKILL, J UNE 20, 1393. 
SEVENTH REGIMENT. 


WirTs all the pomp and panoply of glorious war, 
the 7th New York left its armorv, 67th street and 
Park avenue, on Saturday, Jane 17, to take its tour 
at the State Camp of Instruction, marching through 
5th avenue to the Grand Central Dapot, 421 street.

Pollard, officer of the duy, reached camp, and be- 
fore the guard of tae Twenty-third had been re- 
lieved, the bead of the column swung around the 
biuff and the rogiment, Col. Daniel Aopleton in 
command, took possession of the camp.

The duty in the early morn- 
ing drill of Monday proved that the Seventh had

D Trauks, buta Dsitaivus wigat cave claimed to 
bave snown the best first day battalion drills ever 
sbowa in the State Camp. As usual, one of the 
great breaks wasin the “right of vompanies, rear 
into columa,” and why this practicai movement 
should nearly always be a failure itis hard to deter- 
mine. [t is certainly one wf the sin olest in tre regula- 
tions, yet is rarely executed satisfactorily. Theeven- 
ing parade, though very snowy, was not up to the 
capacity of the regimeat. Toere were fliwsin the 
formations of battalions, a lack of unity when 
formed as a regiment, and a decided carelessness in 
the dressings of c»mpanoies, The steadiness in ranks 
and the manual of arms could not be excelled. 

In order that all offivers aod enlisted men in the 
regiment should have a chance to perform a tour of 
guard duty during the week two guards were 
mounted each day. The sentinel duty could not be 
improved upon. The men oa rr were sharp, and, 
aes arule, correct, salutes well delivered, and the 
general work of an exceptional order. 

The sergeants had full sway at the morning drill 
on luesday—sections in extended order—aad as a 
whole no better work could be obtained. Tne chiefs 
of squads and sections were well up in their par- 
ticular duties, while the men were sileat, prompt 
and obedient. Tne preparatory work of the past 
winter was shown to gencral advantage, and to the 
oredit of the non-commissioned officers be it said 
that the errors of the drill were few and far be- 
tween. The men, too, seemed to enjoy the work, 
and, though prompt to obey, never anticipated the 
orders of their commanding officers.
